The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claimed surface smoothing and polishing method of first radiation treatment for 
remelting a surface to a first remelting depth which is greater than a structural depth of 5 
to 100 |jm, and a second subsequent radiation treatment which both levels 
remaining micro-roughness by remelting to a second depth which is less than the 
first depth and which evaporates roughness peaks is not described in the prior 
art.
